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Need Skilled Workers 


E. M. Kennedy, of the Connecticut State Depart- 
ment of Labor and Factory Inspection, recently made a 
study of work application blanks of 43,106 persons un- 
der 25 years of age. 


He concluded that there is a overwhelming lack of 
training for skilled jobs, with 40 per cent untrained to 
do work of any kind. Trade schools were not represent- 
ed in the survey because such graduates usually get 
jobs at once, Kennedy said. 

On the other hand, there is an increased de- 
mand for skilled workers. Because business firms 
have not hired any new help during the past few 
years, and because business is rapidly recovering, 
the demand for the skilled university graduate is 
increasing. 

Opportunities are largely for those who have spec- 
ialized in such subjects as accounting and _ statistics, 
chemistry, engineering, journalism and other practical 
courses. 

In order to take advantage of this demand for 
skilled labor graduating students should take note of 
the trends of employment—what jobs are unfilled now 
-and the positions which will be open in the future. In 


short, plan a definite course of action, and specialize in 
some vocation.
